main des Prés and the elegant avenue Victor 
Hugo. 

Catch Newman for pants and T-shirts. . . Domi- 
nique Cassegrain for bags. Designs of Issey 
Miyake featured at Japanese boutique Suzuya. 


Passage Point Show, number 68. Worth a look- 
see, especially the shop of Cacharel. 


Other passages. . . not to be passed up: 


Passage Choiseul, rue Choiseul. Highly success- 
ful. Has set the standards for other passages. Be 
sure browse Lothar and Kenzo. Visit Kristina 
Antander, a new knitwear boutique opposite 
Kenzo. 


Passage Vivienne, 4 rue des Petits Champs. New 
excitement. .. new popularity here. Two bou- 
tiques worth seeing: Balloon — adorable, low- 
priced maternity clothes. .. L.S. Developpement 
tops in tops and pants. 


Le parking Foch. . . Fashion in a parking lot? 
Indeed. .. On Avenue Foch near Etoile. This is 
definitely ‘“‘the-one-to-see.”” Here, the classic 
mingles with the young and swinging. Gift shops, 
linen shops, fashion shops, leather shops, drug 
stores, too, all co-exist happily — each with its 
own distinctive decor. 


Exciting new shopping centers in Paris suburbs 
provide a fashion feast 


Velizy, near Sevres. . . positively the newest one 
around, with shops at every price level. You’ll 
find 151 boutiques nestled among giants like Le 
Printemps and Samaritaine. For fashion flaunti- 
ness, don’t miss Rodier, Vog, la Gaminerie. And 
catch American Pier One Import — a huge suc- 
cess here with fast-moving Oriental items. Wrap 
your visit around lunch — food shoppes galore. . . 
including some not-to-be believed bakeries. 


Parly 2, near Versailles. . . older and more 
sophisticated. Hundreds of smart boutiques. 
Several fine restaurants. A fashion hunter’s para- 
dise. Interesting ideas abound here. A Dior bou- 
tique plays “good neighbor’ to Bazar of Hotél 
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places. 

La Belle Epine, near Orly on national route 7... 
a great jumping-off spot to the airport. Give 
yourself a few extra hours before plane time to 
take in the delightful shops, amusing ideas, fash- 
ion finds that abound here.
